Two authors with a special and discriminating following, 
appear- but with books that are not ranked among their best:— V. Sackville West, with 
what is scarcely more than a novella-- NO SIGNPOSTS IN THE SEA (Doubleday); and Robert 
Nathan, again exploring the marginal world in a fantasy, THE WILDERNESS-STONE (Knopf). 
Ne:ther is apt tc add to predictable markets. An off-beat book, which may have a 
word-cf-mouth build up is POPE JOAN by Emmanuel Royidis (Dutton). And another, rather 
unusual industrial novel is Warren Tute’s THE GOLDEN GREEK (Knopf). See reports in 
section following.

Royidis, Emmanuel Dutton 
Durrell, Lawrence-Trans!. POPE JOAN $3.50 


* Pope Joan was first published in Greece in 1886, based on an account in 

The Lives of the Popes by the 15th century Vatican librarian Platina in which he 
speculated that it was "not altogether incredible" that the 9th century Pope John 
VIII was in reality a woman. In Emmanuel Royidis' elaboration Joanna becomes the 
daughter of an English monk and the goose-girl to a Baron. But unfortunately for 

. ® the monk, Joanna is conceived some time after he has been castrated by the Franks to 

' whom he has been sent as a missionary. As a child Joanna displayed great wisdom and 

the customary spiritual attributes common to the saints. In a dream she received a 
vision of the more subtle joys of the world granted to those who dedicated themselves 
to God and at 16 she joined a convent. Here she met and fell in love with a shy 
young monk named Frumentius and,in order to remain with him in his monastery, dis- 
guised herself as a man. The young lovers eventually leave Germany and after many 
hardships find themselves in Athens where Joanna (or Brother John) had gathered to 
herself a number of devotees because of her beauty and learning. Joanna abandons 
Frumentius in favor of the intellectual life in Rome where due to her diligence she 
becomes "private and secret secretary" to Pope Leo and succeeds him as Pontiff by 
common acclaim. Now in her forties she has an affair with Leo's young "nephew" but 
after ruling for only two years she dies during the pangs of childbirth while on her 
way to the Lateran to anathematise a plague of locusts. Pope Joan is a witty and 
irreverent recreation of what is basically a Rabelaisian situation. One would judge 
that Durrell's translation is excellent. (LC:61-6006)

Coffin, Tristram Norton 
NOT TO THE SWIFT $4.50 


Can it happen here? Given a blend of a Harding, an Eisenhower, a cabinet 
of self-servers, dedicated to the status quo of financial security with hemispheric 
isolation, and a public that demands a hero-image to tell them "all is well, it's not 
for them to worry" - and it might well happen here. Tristram Coffin has projected 
something like this in a bitter, cynical novel about a small-time military hero who 

@ was manoeuvred into the Presidency and who thought all he had to do was leave it to 
his advisors - and go for a nature walk or a fishing trip. Russia would accept his 
promise to disarm Germany; West Germany would be acquiescent; our allies would be 
relieved; a radio broadcast would settle the ruffled surface. This reader was far 
more aware of the tongue in cheek approach than convinced of any last moment reprieve 
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or fundamental change in the hero-image. And frankly for much of the time it was de- 
pressing rather than disturbing reading. (LC:61-9296)

Andersch, Alfred Pantheon 
THE REDHEAD $3.75 


A scrambled novel contains some excellent and absorbing writing; it is highly 
intelligent; it is threaded onto an unlikely, melodramatic plot; it is full of loose ends 
which are, however, not without interest. Franziska, The Redhead, is German, and an 
intelligent, cool, sexually practical woman, who, to escape from an affair with their 
employer, has married pedantic aesthete, Herbert. Fed up with the situation she flees to 
Venice and arrives broke. Scenes of her first day alone - counting resources and oppor- 
tunities - are mixed with inside views of Venetian life, canals, intrigues, backgrounds, 
and with encounters with other refugees, especially the violinist, Fabio. The wealthy 
Irish homosexual, O'Malley, draws her in from the periphery and, to further his resolve 
to kill ex-Nazi Kramer, tricks her into meeting the obscene monster-murderer. Feeling 
that Franziska will probably denounce him, O'Malley decides she must either join his or- 
ganization or be killed. Trapped on an island (magnificently described) and between 
O'Malley's weakness and Kramer's brute evil, she endures an insane nightmare but is freed } | 
when O'Malley actually finds the courage to poison Kramer, and Fabio's love offers a final | 
refuge. While most of this is fairly chaotic and much of the prose admittedly Faulknerian, 
many of the scenes and the prose have a cold, almost lunatic, aliveness, and some of the 
subplots are swift etched, memorable short stories. If there is too much going on (and 
there is) a great deal of this is eerily fascinating. (LC:61-7456)

A DELIVERY OF FURIES $3.75 


Keith Marchant, for many years a "money rat", promises himself and Drea, who 
loves him, a last try for financial security and undertakes to deliver 6 Hawker Sea 
Furies to the revolutionary, Angelo Libertad, at a Caribbean port. Highjacking the ship 
that is carrying them includes the capture of Angelo's sister and Albano, the son of the 
current Minister of Defense. Then follows the deal for payment, the doublecross that 
results and Marchant's determination to come out of this turnabout with his life - and his 
pay. Escaping the attempts to keep him on the outside, he is the witness to Angeio's 
murder, the framing of Albano, and his negotiations, with the threat of sabotating the 
Furies, make possible a getaway. But pursuit by a solitary Fury sinks their ship - and 
Marchant's small fortune, leaving only the hope that Drea will not hold to her promise to 
walk out. The high stake, wide open game and its lure for the ruthless adventurer gets a 
slight moral gloss here for all its active performance.

_ Add Hardy, the Yankee lawyer, who had married pretty Sally Munro during the war, 
was an object of disgust to himself and of dislike to the ingrown Southern town which saw 
him as the carpetbagger who married the local belle only for her money and now carried on 
discreet love affairs. Only Add and the faithful servant knew why Sally was a pathetic 
alcoholic. Then a strikingly handsome, totally amoral youth appropriately named Lucifer 
Freeman entered town....Out of the wreckage Luke the hipster wrought~- two murders, injury 
and accident,- the sheriff, a do-gooder lawyer and Add, the prosecuting attorney, learned 
something of justice and more about themselves. Terrifyingly effective as many of the 
scenes and characters are, this is a novel where the plot smacks of manipulation; and 
although it certainly holds the interest during the reading, it leaves little coherent 6 
impression after the last page is turned.

A conscientious attendance on the curve of morality follows the career of 
Edward Tillotson whose encompassing sense of guilt grows with the rise of his for- 
tunes. At 18 and drifting, he is exposed to the abrasive wisdom of Mr. Pardoner 
who sparks him into the study of mathematics and electricity, to the decadent circle 
in which David Mendoza moves, to the calculations of Doris who is not at ali like 
his image of her, and to the evasions and contempt with which he is able to treat his 
father. A chance repair of a radio puts him on the track of the "feed-back" which 
accelerates his progress in the Navy in the war and in electronics after, and his 
patents give him a firm position in business negotiations. But wealth does not help 
his belated marriage to Celia nor soften his guilt and, with Celia standing by David, 
when his homosexuality is the cause of trouble in Italy and Edward's partner's fi- 
nancial manipulations resulting in trial and imprisonment, it is a return to a modest 
life that permits him and Celia to rearrange their values - and their future. The 
conflicts of modern times in terms of the non-hero are here reviewed for the spurious 
standards that affect them and the book achieves a more believable argument than 
last year's {he Inbossessed (published by Lippincott).

-child, while her husband, Khama, goes away to work in the white men's mines. Most of 
the tribe is still, however, half primitive and, panicky, agrees to help when the tribe's 
young chief seeks magic from the old medicine man to cure his wife's childlessness. 
Tselane is chosen to be the victim of the "necessary" ritual murder but she is warned, 
flees to the local priest, and is sent, by plane and train, to Khama. She never arrives. 
Reduced to almost catatonic terror by her fear of the medicine man and by her first en- 
counter with civilization, she kills her child when it is born prematurely on the train; 
she is arrested and tried for murder; she is too speechless with catastrophe to defend 
herself. Khama and the priest finally locate her. Ina final, dramatic scene, Tselane 
is confronted with the medicine man (who has also, though more coldbloodedly, been driven 
to murder in an attempt to cope with a bewildering world) and her terror frees her - on 
the grounds of temporary insanity, and the old man's final speech of self-justification 
is an oddly touching contrast. Real characters, with real motivations, against a vividly 
detailed background, make this an unusually moving novel.

THE GOLDEN GREEK $3.95 


This is the briskly paced tale of the rise and decline of a Greek shipping 
magnate and international financier, Kostas Levantikos, and the progress of those closest 
to him. His family had been victims of the Turks in the early years of this century and 
by the beginning of World War II he had worked himself up from poverty to the ownership 
of a couple of tankers and to being the Lt. Commdr. of a Greek Naval ship. It was in 
Washington, towards the end of the war, that he really began going and after the war 
nothing could stop him. Kostas was a charmer, a man who enjoyed power and his work, and 
something of a pirate and a fixer. Because he had an interest in shipping, he also had 
an interest in oil, and the scene moves from London, New York and Paris, to Cairo, Beirut, 
Cyprus and Athens, with interludes in Cap Ferrat and cruising on the Mediterranean. Also 
involved are his alcoholic wife, the one woman for whom he really feels anything, that 
woman's husband, and the husband's family with large shipping interestsin London and the 
Middle East. With all of the conniving and intriguing, the fast changes of scene, the 
mixture of tumultuous world events and complicated political and monetary affairs, there 
is little time for character development- but perhaps that is unnecessary in a book of 
this kind. Men should enjoy this financial romance, and perhaps some women as well.

Once again the author tells a tale of a love so strong that it transcends 
time and reality. The narrator who resembles the author remembers Miranda "of the 
elm colored hair", a young divorcee who was his neighbor three years before. He would 
tell her of the golden springtime of the 1920's and in particular of Bee, a young poet 
who died in 1936. The last years of his life, Bee had been in love with a mysterious 
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young woman whom he had met in Florence. Before long it becomes apparent that Miranda 

is that woman. She fell in love with Bee when the narrator had first talked about him. 

Bee's spirit comes to get her and she joins him. Sadly the narrator reads Bee's last © 
letter from Zermatt telling of his new-found happiness. His fingers touch the yellowed 
newspaper clippings of June, 1936, describing Bee's fatal accident on the Matterhorn.....

The author of two pleasant and interesting pieces of Americana, Papa Yarried

vigorous boy turned into a rebel by a fanatic grandfather. Will Fitzgerald learned the 
gambler's trade and after working in Colorado, heads for wild and woolly Utah, and wins 
in a poker game the gambling empire he had always wanted. Thanks to his own good sense, 
the women he loves, and a dynamite explosion, he also gets a second chance to become a 
man who cares about more than just his own well-being. The author has a beguiling style 


and occasionally this book rises above the cliches of its story.

THE HEARTLESS LIGHT $4.50 


A novel with a purpose, this- that purpose to expose "the heartless light" of 
publicity at any price, even the life of a child. Here is a close-up, play by play, of 
what happens when a kidnapping case becomes public property. A four-year old girl dis- @ 
appears from her own front driveway. A curious neighbor cannot bear not to know why the 
gathering of police - and tips off a news gatherer with a broadcasting station. The fat's 
in the fire. One thing leads to another, as the ineptness of a small California town 
police chief leaks the story; the press, photographers, radio stations, sob sisters et al 
gather like vultures. The distraught mother, grimly concealing her self-blame and dis- 
tress behind a false front of calm; the father, a radio personality who lives a distorted 
life of the unreai he deals with- and who is separated from his wife; the one decent 
person on the police force, a detective with a heart- and the rest of the cast a motley 
of self-seekers- anything for a story, anything for the limelight- combine to make re- 
covery of the child and a solution to the mystery almost impossible. The novel is so 
minutely detailed, the characterizations so merciless, the undercurrent of false goals, 
double-dealing and artificiality so unpleasantly factual, that one finds oneself reading 
it as one would a case history, rather than a novel. It lacks the compassion that saved 
The Last Angry Man, Green's one really significant book.

Malcolm Fleming has been a hero, and something of a guru to Tom Cameron, 
who served with him during the war, and now a film- based on Fleming's command of a 
Highiand Brigade- brings up the possibility of a rather nasty investigation. At its 
premiere, Cameron also overhears the comment that Fleming had been a “chancer" (oppor- 
tunist). With his own marginal marriage broken up, Cameron takes time off from his 
job to go to Scotland and conduct a private, posthumous inquiry of Fleming's last 
patrol and the casualties to which it led. He also permits his attraction to Ruth, 
Fleming's wife, extend to an affair. His attempts however to keep his memories of 
the dead man unsullied fail; from others he hears that he was a "murderous bastard", 
a coward, and finally- from Ruth- the uglier facts of her life with him. But through 
the reconnaissance, and his own recognition of the interdependent relationship, he is 
able to come to terms with himself and disengage his own future from the dead man's 


past.... It is, all in all, a limber, personable entertainment- poised somewhere be- 
tween romance and suspense and satisfying the demands of each.

FACIAL JUSTICE $2.95- 34> 


L. P. Hartley's new and very different novel which invites comparison with 
Orwell, and with Hawthorne to whom he makes an acknowledgment, is a satire, a symbolic 
allegory, or if read on a more lowly level- science fiction. If the comparison with 
Orwell is to be made, it is less plitical, more moral and spiritual in its concerns; 
less ironic, more playful and certainly gentler in tone. The world it projects is a 
convalescent civilization after the atomic World War III. Standardization and equal- 
ization are the aims of the Dictator's ("Darling Dictator" is the conventional obei- 
sance ) disciplines; Envy is the besetting sin, Equality the prime virtue. The Alphas 
form the privileged caste, and those who are failed Alphas bear a certain stigma and 
become Betas, and for women this involves plastic surgery (by the Ministry of Facial 
Justice) which obviates Envy. In the story here which concerns Jael, a failed Alpha, 
and her revolt (she wants to look like herself) when after her "betafication" she at- 
tempts to bring about the Dictator's downfall, many points of protest are raised. 
But certainly it is in Jael's at first wistful, and then obstinate determination to 
defend her individuality that the book is tender and touching. It is also imagina- 
tive and thoughtful.

A spare, spectral short novel follows last year's Wight and fills in the 
hours before dawn spent by Elisha, 18, designated to kill an Englishman- in Palestine- 
at the time when reprisals were ordered: for the hanging of every Jewish fighter, 
there was to be the execution of an Englishman. Elisha, during this "night of many 
faces", spends much of it in the past, through the years of "searching and suffering" 
at Auschwitz which preceded his persuasion to become a terrorist in the Movement. 
Finally, he goes down to the cell where the Englishman waits- calmly- pityingly- for 
the boy who will never be able to reconcile what he has been asked to do with his 
private faith, and who only later will realize that the fear he faces is the fear of 
what he has become- a killer.... Perhaps not a popular form- or theme, but it leaves 
an inevitable impress.

THE MAGIC OF THEIR SINGING : $3.95 
Bernard Wolfe is the author of The Late Risers, Limbo and The Great 


Prince Died. In tone, if not in theme this novel is probably closest to the 1954 
Late Risers which was a walk on Broadway's wild side. The Magic of Thetr Singing 
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is an ironic comment on some of the more bizarre manifestations of the contemporary scene 
and its spectrum ranges from the way :n to the far out, from an intercollegiate boat race 
in Connecticut to a hip pad south of Washington Square.

* Kennan, a fine writer as well as historian and diplomat, has made a magni- 
ficent attempt to put into order the chaotic relations between Russia and the West 
from the Communist Revolution to the end of World War II. While too comprehensive 
in scope to review here more than briefly, the book (which is actually a series of 
lectures), makes a number of major points: World War I was the greatest single catas- 
trophe for the West in this century; "unconditional surrender" demands in both World 
Wars unnecessarily prolonged them to the benefit of Russia, but Russia was lost to 
the West anyway; Lenin used violence when he had to, to advance Communism, while 
Stalin was a brutal murderer who liquidated two thirds of the governing class and 

immeasurably weakened his country to advance his own personal power. Examined in 
| detail are the Allied intervention in Russia at World War I's end, the Spanish War, 
the Weimar Republic, Hitler, the German-Russian pact, and many, many other events. 
Advocates of either "soft" or "hard" policy towards Russia will find little support 
in this book. The West will have to go right on competing with Russia, realizing 
that strife rather than harmony is the inevitable climate of international relations. 
But they may also take comfort from the fact that the Russians, while firmly dedi- 
cated to installing Communist regimes by subversion or even violence wherever possible, 
have never seriously considered using their armies in any grand attempt to overthrow 
the entire existing order in a World War. And then- as Kennan points out- there is 
the emergence of China and the evidence of the slightly growing independence of the 
@ East European countries. Kennan observes that once Russia stood alone, universally 
hated, but now- "People who have only enemies don't know what complications are; for 
that you have to have friends and these, the Soviet government, thank God, now has."

Feis 
makes it clear that- with Japan weakened- there were three ways to bring peace- attack, 
inducement, or shock. Each approach had its advocates within the government. The “inducc- 
ment" approach would have softened the "unconditional surrender" terms which Japan faced anc. 
taken advantage of the peace feelers extended through the USSR, and the "shock" procedure 
would have involved some notice, either pictures or an actual demonstration that the U. S. 
had the bomb. However Feis concludes there was not really much chance that Japan would 
have surrendered at a much earlier date. On the other hand, atom bomb or no atomb bomb, 
it could not have held out much longer. Therefore he concludes that the dropping of the 
bomb was not essential to the conclusion of the war, but the decision to do sq was probably 
justified by the climate and circumstances of the time. The big criticism the author ieve.s 
at the U.S. high command is that the Potsdam Declaration, calling for Japan's surrender in 
i945, should have spelled out exactly what would happen if they did not (i.e. the atomic . 
bomb would be dropped). Also Feis suggests we should not have set out to strip Japan of 
such possessions as Formosa and the Kuriles which had been hers for many years, and we i 
shovid have made it quite clear earlier that we would accept retention of the Emperor....

The author believes 
the West should move towards a "disengagement" with Russia in ‘Europe:and that: Germany 
should eventually emerge militarily neutral. One of the best ways to stimulate pressure 
within Eastern Europe for Russian troop withdrawal would be for the West German move- 
ment to accept the new German borders in the East as final, the author believes. The 
Berlin problem he thinks will "wax and wane” periodically and cannot be solved until 
Germany is reunited. There is a wealth of detail about German politics and an intimate 
examination of the new German leaders- Adenauer, Strauss, Brandt and many others, as 
well as of the Christian Democratic, Socialist, Free Democratic and other political 
parties. For the most part the author has found the Germans to be apathetic politi- 
cally.

THE SCANDALOUS REGENT $4.50 


This entertaining, worldly Life of Philippe, Duc d'Orleans is the chronolog- 
ical successor to the Splendid Century and Louis XIV. Lewis is now an authority on 
this period of French history and shows that his grasp of it, in this panel of the 
Regency between Louis XIV's death and the accession of Louis XV, is just as sure. If 
this interval does not lend itself to quite the drama of the earlier one, this is hard- 
ly Lewis' fault-- his details of the era are meticulous and in the second half, the 
book comes genuinely to life. As he says in his foreword- it would have been easy to 
write a life of the Regent as a "chronique scandaleuse...he stands self-advertised as 
one of the leading rakes of the 18th century". But while not exorcising this side of 
the man, he has endeavoured to show that Orleans was also a competent soldier, a 
statesman with advanced ideas, and a man of infinite charm. While some present day 
readers will be amused by the spectacle of the 18th century licentiousness, more seri- 
ous readers will be deeply interested in the more substantial qualities of the man and 
his reign, in particular his attempt to redeem a country bankrupt after the terrible 
extravances of Louis XIV.

Succeeding Francis Marion's biography in the earlier Swamp Fox, Bass now 
writes of another Carolins. hero, the hard-hitting, elusive and difficult General Thomas 
Sumter. Sumter is today remembered less for his achievements in battle than for the 
fort named for him in Charleston harbor. Virginia born, having later served with Wash- 
ington against the French, Sumter settled in South Carolina, married a rich widow, 
owned a country store, and at the start of the Revolution was given command of a regi- 
ment of South Carolina riflemen.

Here is Yorktown, New Orleans, San Jacinto, 
Gettysburg, Manila Bay and many others. Here are the commanders who fought them, the 
political situations which obtained at the time, or which contributed to the war in the 
first place. The book is a stimulating one. Unfortunately, it is oversimplified, and 
somewhat sophomoric in tone and arproach. One thinks of it as a more successful volume 
for younger readers, or for those who do not read widely in the fields of history or war.

In seeking a solution to the problem of the "alienated" intellectual in today's 
world, Crane Brinton has compiled a strange and cumbersome collection of writings by a 
wildiy-assorted group of well-known philosophers from many periods of history. Almost all 
of the essays or quotations are available in other forms, but here we find Aristotle, the 
Dominican mystic Meister Eckhart, Benjamin Franklin, Engels, and Freud (plus many others) 
side by side. wnat was the purpose? Brinton claims in a prefatory explanation that his 
selections are meant to serve the "fit" reader as steppingstones to thinking. But he uses 
that same sentence to "encourage the unfit reader...to refrain from going on". Such 
snobbery is intellectually intolerable, the more so because one paragraph later Brinton e 
admits to being imprecise as well as snobbish. There is every reason to assemble excerpts 
from important writings in a compact form to assist those who would do so in re-evaluating 
their own judgment of "things as they really are". But the churlish comments Brinton 
interpolates at the head of each passage will incense the true intellectual and bewilder 
the rest of the audience the book might attract. His inclusion of one of his own essays 
(on “anti-intellectualism") does nothing to enhance this reader's image of Brinton as a 
rather pathetic man lost in a forest of very large intellectual trees. (LC:61-8477)

The present volume attests to 
Ruark's maturation as an inventor of telling homilies; it is a more thoughtful, more whin- | 
sical, and more delightfully entertaining sample of his talents. The Old Man, Ruark's 
grandfather, was a wise gentleman who taught the Boy how to get the most out of life's 
homespun riches: Ruark at his present age of 45 or so owns more wonderful memories than ff 
most people have dreams, and they lose nothing in the telling. His recollections of 
Louisiana Cajun cooking are succulent. His views on dogs - hunters and pets - are inimi- 
table. His experiences as a big-game hunter in Africa are uproariously funny. One short 
section describing a sea voyage is most evocative and few can match Ruark's ardor for the 
outdocr life. This autobiographical adventure story will make many new friends for an 
author whose popularity is already indisputable.

JOURNAL OF A RESIDENCE ON A GEORGIAN PLANTATION IN 1838-1839 


Originally published by Harper in 1863, this "journal" had been kept in private 
hands for personal reasons until its author felt its publication might serve to weigh the 
scales against England's openly siding with the Confederacy. Long out of print, its 
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publication at this time adds a note in a different key to the out-pourings attend- 
ant or the Centennial. Fanny Kemble came again to public notice here with Margaret 
Armstrong's biography 4 Passionate Victorian, which- after reading this journal seems 
to have slighted this vital facet of her life. Her marriage foundered on the deep 
differences between her husband, Pierce Butler, and herself in regard to slavery. 
This is hard to understand without the evidence of this journal, which records in 
meticulous and horrifying detail what she herself learned about slavery during the 
period in her marriage spent on the two Sea Island plantations. Whether today's 
readers will explore this evidence- set against a lively picture of the social 
mores, the background and customs, the sensitivity to the beauties as well as the 
horrors- remains to be seen. The editor has made an important contribution in its 
presentation.

Reeves, Rosser Knopf 
REALITY IN ADVERTISING $3.95 


Based on the idea that an advertisement is an instrument of commerce and 
as such must conform to the dictates of the market place, this book is an attempt to 
define some theories and principles about the uses of advertising. The author dis- 
cusses what types of advertising best deliver the message; the value of the verbal 
approach (insistence on the uniqueness of the product) over the non-verbal (or brand 
image); the "dangers" of originality in advertising; and the importance of motiva- 
tional research - to which he does not altogether subscribe. He warns against 
judging the advertising campaign solely by the sales, changing the copy too often, 
and distracting attention from the product in the actual advertising. Reeves' point 
of view is that ad men are not hidden persuaders or waste makers and that if the 
product does not serve some existing purpose the advertising will ultimately fail. 
His book is addressed to advertising people and the businessman. Given his premises, 
his book is a straightforward, clearly written manual.

Adolph Marx squashed his formal education at the age of eight when he was 
dumped out of the 2nd grade window at P.S. 86 for the last time by two Irish classmates. 
He never went back. But his informal education blossomed on the streets of New York's 
Upper East Side,- as a piano player in the Happy Times Tavern, on the vaudeville cir- 
cuit of the early 1900's, at all-night poker games in the Algonquin Hotel. This is a 
racy autobiography by the mute Marx Brother with the rolling eyes, oversized pants 
and red wig who could send a glissando reeling over his harp. From the financial 
embarrassment of his childhood generally due to his predatory gambler-brother, Chico, 
he rose to the free-swinging, free-spending, game-loving gang of the twenties headed 
articulately by Alec Woollcott. There was croquet at the Woollcott's Vermont retreat, 
poker at the Algonquin, roulette on the Rivera, and backgammon at the Garden of Allah 
in Hollywood. At 41 he finally married and dutifully tells the reader in scenario 
style the conversation and events of his first dates with his wife. It is a chatty, 
colorful story designed for shockeroos and honks and only gets dull when there are no 
more pranks to play on anybody. The most appealing parts of Harpo's tale deal with 
his tour of Russia and his description of his family, particularly his mother Minnie 
with her Master Plan and Father Frenchie peddling the "lappas" (tailor's remnants).

VIRGINIA'S MASSIVE RESISTANCE $3.95 


A commentator and contributor to The Reporter, Harper's, etc. and director 
of the Southern Regional Council, an organization fighting racial discrimination, tells 
the story of the state of Virginia's resistance to the Supreme Court desegregation 
ruling in 1954. Virginia, in some ways more Northern than Southern, and with only one 
core area of heavy Negro population, took a stronger stand than might have been ex- 
pected- at first with the Gray plan (and its escape clauses); then with its recourse 
to "interposition" (that each state can interpose its sovereignty between the federal 
government and its people), and finally with Byrd's hegemony of massive resistance 
(although its commitments were to fall on the new governor, Almond). Tracing the 
pattern of resistance from city to city and county to county, the reversal of atti- 
tude from belligerence and bewilderment- as many learned that keeping the schools open 
was more important than keeping them closed to Negroes, this makes Virginia a case in 
point and object lesson for the rest of the South. The "dreadful alternative" to de- 
segregation is abandoning public education, and therefore this is the platform on which 
political leadership should be based. Muse's report concentrates on the political, not 
the social or moral, aspects of prejudice and it is intentionally restricted to an 
objective, factual account of these proceedings. This may limit its interest to the 
general reader.

Mrs. Cabot's 
husband, Hugh Cabot of Harvard, and a Dr. Monroe founded The ige Center of New Sngland 
in 1955 where for perhaps the first time extensive studies were made of 1000 individual 
cases. Her book, while based on their findings, frames the figures in personal scenes and 
stories and gives a compassionate perspective of this time of life which for many more 
people today is too often filled with bitterness, anger, despair and loneliness.

A very effective study of Dostoyevsky also affords a contemporary parallei- 
the gifted Russian writer's suffering, at the hands of Czarist authorities, will 
bring the Pasternak story to mind. Payne, long a Russian scholar (as well as Paster-~ 
nak's translator), had access to the latest published letters of Dostoyevsky and new 
documents. But as he says, he has been "more concerned to portray the living man 
than to use him as a peg for a variety of theories... He defies system. To the end 
he remains the most inconsistent of men, shifting direction and emphasis according 
to the deep-seated wealth of his soul". Although there may have been more oriiiiant 
critiques of his novels, there has probably never been such a complete, consistent 
and dramatic story of Dostoyevsky's life. And on one point Payne is firm: Dosto- 
yevsky's intense nationalism remained undiminished in spite of the crdeai to come. 
Payne caints an unequalled picture of the Czarist brutalization of the spirit, and 
the coincidental mystical and religious fervor it engendered in the ambivalent 
Russian soul. This ambivalence is the mystery which all of the novels express and 
which defies statement in western terms. If Payne has failed to solve it, he is in 
good company.... All in all, this is a fine portrait, with some literary 2 »praisal 
of the novels, and it should make a permanent place for itself (in contrast te S's: 
Coulter's sensationalized The Devil Inside which appeared last faii).

This is the first publication of the affectionate notes, letters and 
scoldings that Mark Twain wrote to Mary Benjamin Rogers, who was married to Harry, 
the son of his dear friend "H. H.", and who became his "surrogate daughter" during 
the years when, his wife and daughter dead and with Jean needing care and Clara's 
singing and health, he began to know loneliness. From 1906 to two months before 
his death in April, 1910, he jokes, teases, commends, comments for Mary's benefit; 
he praises her; makes her a "partner in crime" and shares his daily life; he writes 
of books and people, of his own work, of his misbehaviors and mischief; he admits 
to his age, his annoyance with his health, his impatience at the curtailment of his 
activities.

* A successor to the earlier Collision Course (the Andrew Doria-Stockholm sea 
disaster) has just as sure sales possibilities and provides a study-in-depth of the 1957 
crash of a Northeast Airlines DC-6A on Riker's Island, New York, that killed 20 out of 
101 Miami-bound persons and severely burned many others. If the minute-by-minute technique 
is by now a little shopworn, still it's an informative, absorbing, technically accurate and 4g 
intelligent book- the more so because it deals with one of the most baffling crashes in d 
commercial aviation history. This much is known- Northeast Flight 823 took off in a snow- . i 
storm after hours of delay, piloted by a captain who had already survived two crashes and 
had little experience on a DC6, along with a co-pilot and a flight engineer with even less. 
Moreover the airplane, a shabby converted cargo crate, carried a ton more weight than the 
manifest showed. Airborne 31 seconds in all, the DC6 banked sharply to port, veered an 
astonishing 119 degrees off course, before the crash landing when it burst into flame. @ 
Offhand, these factors would seem to add up to gross negligence, yet Moscow shows how the rt 
obvious may not be true. None of these factors or even combination of factors could be ; 
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officiaiiy assigned blame for the crash. The investigators finally biamed the ciict, 
a finding stili bitterly disputed. Northeast, which had not had an accident in 24 
years, had two more in the next 18 months leading to a CAB investigation and a shake- 
up in management.

Baker achieved further fame as Woodrow Wilson's 
Secretary of War during World War I. After the war, he returned to Cleveland as a 
lawyer and man of good causes, a faithful supporter of the League of Nations. He 
was seriously considered for the Presidential nomination in 1932 when there was a 
possibility of a deadlock among the leading contenders. Although the diminutive 
Baker was famous as an orator, he spoke without notes, so we have little evidence 
here of his eloquence.

(He has spent some 30 
months in observing, interviewing, reading- covered over 100 schools both here and abroad. ) 
It is a fairly exhaustive field trip, and if it is largely a fact-finding survey, there 
is some criticism. Still the overall impression is heartening; education "does improve, 
Slowly, discontinuously"; today's college entrant, while less informed in certain subjects, 
knows more about the world at large. The recent Conant-Rickover dissatisfaction with the 
waste of talent, and their "quest for excellence" is disposed of; real excellence resides 
in the child, not the school, and will always obtain-- or- you can't keep a good man down. 
Mayer's study is in three sections, the first providing a background of American education, 
theories and practices, that most fruitless point of discussion- "aims", types of schools, 
social influences, and the generally successful attempt to educate upward and beyond 
underprivileged environments. The second section deals with countless classroom demons- 
trations, with the details of teaching specific subjects at various ege levels. A conclu- 
‘sion to be drawn here is that the junior high school years, those of peak achievement in 
France (our etudiant there later backslides) are the wasted years in the U.S. and Britain; 
and that specialization in the high school (as in Europe) would be more rewarding. The |

SIR ROBERT WALPOLE: The King's Minister $5.50 | 


As "the first modern Prime Minister of England" Sir Robert Walpole wielded a 
power equalled by none of his successors; this notable book, second in a three-volume 
biography by an outstanding English historian, covers his career from 1722 to 1734, it 
begins where its predecessor in the Series, The Making of a Statesman, ends, with Wal- 
pole's emergence as Prime Minister under George I. A man of gross appetites, keen 
political perceptions and an astonishing love of beautiful objects, Walpole attained his 
vast powers through his ability to manipulate others and his mastery of the arts of 
patronage and bribery. Uncovering a Jacobite plot against George I, he made himself in- 
dispensible to that monarch, who hated him, and so ingratiated himself with George II and 
Queen Caroline that he ruled England through them. Known as "The Great Man," he loaded 
his friends and family with favors, rid himself of his enemies, and enriched both himself 
and his country, steering England safely through the seething European politics of the 
time, increasing the national revenue and at the same time keeping taxes within limits. 

For his own delight as well as to symbolize his power he built Houghton Hall, one of the 
loveliest houses in England, and filled it with a matchless collection of pictures, later 
sold to Russia by his detestable grandson. By 1734, however, "grown too great for his TT 
own good," Walpole began to lose his political acumen, and although years of power remained 
to him his career began "to slope gently to defeat." No book for amateurs in history, who

Written by a former Chief of the USAF Personnel Narrative Office, this 
tells of the struggle between the Unionists and Secessionists for the control of 
Missouri at the start of the Civil War, and of the efforts of a master strategist- 
General Nathaniel Lyon- to save the state for the Union. It was of vital importance 
to both North and South. Missouri's pro-slavery Governor Jackson and his adherents 
determined to swing it to the Confederacy; Nathaniel Lyon and Colonel Frank Blair of 
Washington opposed him. Establishing his own state guard, Jackson plotted to seize 
the great Federal arsenal at St. Louis; instead, by an amazing coup, Lyon captured 
it, and with it, control of the city. With little help from his superior officers, 
Lyon trained troops and led them against the state capital at Springfield; forced 
to retreat, he met the Confederates at Wilson's Creek where he was killed in one of 
the bloodiest battles of the war. The long-range result of Wilson's Creek, where 
both sides claimed a victory, was that Missouri stayed in the Union.... Filling in 
an often overlooked gap in Civil War records, this has an appeal primarily to students 
of political and military strategy of the War in the West, and to Missourians inter- 
ested in the history of their own state.

An exceedingly serious and well documented study of the French highbrow novel 
from 1880 to the present, during which period- the author states and proves- the term 
"intellectual" was conceived and flourished. Actually the phrase was coined during the 
Dreyfus trial, when most outstanding writers were embroiled:- Zola, Bourget, Anatole France, 
Barres among the early ones. But it was during the years 1930-50 that the craze for the 
intellectual as hero rose to the heights, with Sartre, Malraux, Camus, Simone de Beauvoir 
outstanding. The French have an addiction for ideas and during this period developed the 
notion that man must be committed to the extreme ideas of the Left, to redeeming himseif 
and life by letting his heart bleed for the proletariat. Two world wars and a new and 
distorted type of romanticism caused this shift from the consolations of nature. A kind 
of mystical intellectualism attracted the younger men. The Greek concept of moderation, 
the Renaissance idea of the complete man, the bourgeois sense of enjoyment, humor and 
pleasure were put to the sword. Brombert depicts this cheerless, barren scene with keen 
analysis and a good deal of sympathy. But Americans have proved averse to intellectualism, 


to existentialism; we are on the whole a "happy breed". So, erudite and earnest as this 
study is, the appeal will be to a defined and limited public.

This is an important work examining the early body of American literature prior 
to the dawn of 20th century literature. The author has identified the major themes of 
19th century writers which has since set the tone of all American literature. He finds that 
the early American novel was actually a romance and not a novel, in contrast with European 
writing of the day, and that it was specifically Gothic - with a view to the past and a 
preoccupation with the supernatural. Three major writers are examined in detail: Hawthorne, 
Melville and Mark Twain. The major fable of the 19th century writers is one of the hero's 
contact with experience resulting in a rebirth or initiation into reality. The form in- 
volves the supernatural with emphasis on ritual and myth drawn from the Greek-Christian 
tradition as well as the American experience. One of the most illuminating perceptions 
found in this highly detailed study and one which informs the entire book is in regard to 
the specific American literary hero. His odyssey is always in terms of a metamorphosis 
revealing an adaptation to a constantly changing experience in America. The book will 
certainly be of value to the serious reader and to the student of American literature.

(without visas). Their mobility was somewhat restricted not only by the fact that 
Mignon- since birth- was in a plaster cast, but also by Burmetz' not always reliable 
physical health. In Paris, as the German occupation threatened, he was taken into 
custody, worried over his family- left behind in the occupied city, but managed to 
join up with them in the so-called Free Zone, in Albi.

That frightening, fascinating, but most misunderstood phenomenon of nature

This is a comprehensive analysis of the most powerful mass medium devised by 
man. Its mere statistics are startling: nearly 88% of American households have TV sets, 
we are told, and they are in operation on an average-of five hours a day. Historically 
Television dates back to the 19th century although 1948 is the year of its actual birth. 
After describing the various early forms of TV and its initial shows - Howdy Doody, Meet 
the Press, Milton Berle, the author explains the creation of the large networks, the de- 
velopment of program material and the structural composition of those who make up the TV 
world, from producer to usher. Although TV modeled itself on radio it soon developed its 
own character with its own problems. In turn it changed the nature of all the other mass 
media.
